State Department Fires John S. Service 


U. S. Diplomat 
Long Accused 
Of Red links 
Review Board Says 
There's Reasonable 
Doubt of Loyalty 
WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


John Stewart Service, long a 
controversial figure in Amer- 
ican diplomacy and a target 
of pro-Communist charges, 
was fired by the state depart- 
ment last night. The depart- 
ment acted after the govern- 
ment's highest loyalty review 
board ruled there was a "rea- 
sonable doubt" as to bis 
loyalty. 


The ruling, dating back to the 


famous "Amerasia" case of 1945, 
was based on the board's finding 
that Service gave secret documents 
at that time to a magazine editor 
the board said Service suspected of 
Communist leanings or connec- 
tions. 


Reverses Security Board 


In reaching its decision, the re- 


view board reversed a finding of a 
State department's own loyalty 
security board which had been 
favorable to Service on the basis of 
the same evidence. 


Service labeled the action as "a 


shock, a surprise, an injustice" and 
said that on the basis of his record 
there could be no doubt of his 
loyalty. 


The Amerasia case developed 


more than six years ago. The 
magazine "Amerasia" was edited 
by Philip C. Jaffe of New York 
who became acquainted with Serv- 
ice after the diplomat returned 
home from one of his tours of duty 
in China. 


Find Documents 


Subsequently a number of classi- 


fied government documents, chief- 
ly from the State and Navy depart- 
ments, were found in the Amerasia 
offices. Jaffe, Service and -four 
other persons were arrested on 
charges of conspiracy ta commit 
espionage. 


Jaffe and two others were in- 


dicted on a lesser charge—conspir- 
acy to remove government docu- 
ments illegally. The editor pleaded 
guilty and was fined $2,500. 


But the other three persons, in- 


cluding Service, appeared before 
the grand jury and it refused to in- 
dict them. 


Link With Jaffe 


The records of the two boards 


revealed that Service gave Jaffe a 
number of his own reports to the 
State department from China, 


Service said in his statement 


last night that he "had every 
reason to believe at the time" that 
Jaffe was "the editor of a repu- 
table specialist magazine dealing 
with the Far East." 


Service, 42, has been in the diplo- 


matic corps since 1933. He has 
been most sharply attacked in 
recent years by former ambassador 
Patrick J. Hurley, who seriously 
questioned Service's reports from 
China when Hurley was U. S. en- 
voy there, and by Senator Mc- 
Carthy f R-Wis), who has declared

"Nothing President Truman can 


do now will prevent indignation of 
the people at what has already oc- 
curred."

reporter he regards Truman's dec- 
laration of yesterday that he has 
been acting continuously to keep 
the government clean as "telling 
the country there will be no clean- 
up."

Reds Refuse 
To lift Veil 
On Prisoners 


MUNSAN, KOREA —(AP) — 


The Reds flatly refused today to 
lift the curtain of secrecy sur- 
rounding their prison camps, but 
said they would okay the rotation 
of 5,000 troops a month if the 
Allies accept other Communist 
terms for enforcing a Korean 
truce. 


The limited rotation plan was 


part of a new six-point Commu- 
nist proposal which made little 
impression on Allied negotiators. 
An official U.N. communique made 
no mention of rotation and said the 
proposal showed "little significant 
departure from the unacceptable 
proposal of Dec. 3." 


In Stockholm, the Swedish for- 


eign office said, the JJ.S. had asked 
if Sweden would join a" neutral in- 
spection commission to help police 
a Korean truce. .It said Sweden has 
made no decision. 


Negotiators have not agreed on 


how an armistice would be en- 
forced. The Allies have indicated 
they might accept a Communist 
proposal to use representatives of 
neutral nations for behind-the-line 
inspections. 


Red delegates said International 


Red Cross inspection of Commu- 
nist prison camps was "out of the 
question." 


Taey again refused to turn over 


lists of Allied prisoners unless the 
U.N. command first accepts the 
Communist idea of exchanging all 
prisoners. Rear Adm. R. E. Libby 
wanted to know why. He asked: 


"Is it because your list contains 


just a handful of names and you 
org aghamort to ^Ivp it tO U*'" 


The Reds complained the great 


majority of prisoners held by the 
U.N. would not be returned if an 
exchange were made" on a man- 
for-man basis as the Allies want. 


A U.N. command broadcast from 


Tokyo to Korea again charged 
that the Red secrecy concerning 
prisoners was "blackmail" to win 
their armistice demands.

Club that manufacturers of civil- 
ian goods will get only about 50 
per cent of their usual amounts 
of three critical 
nietals—steel, 


copper and aluminum—in the first 
quarter of next year. 


And Manly Fleischmann, De- 


fense Production Administrator 
and a principal Wilson aide, dis- 
closed at the same time that "sub- 
stantial" additional cutbacks in 
jnetal quotas must be made in 
April, May and June. 


Boost Demand* 


Fleischmann e x p l a i n e d that 


military officials have made big 
boosts in their demands for stra- 
tegic metals in the second 1952 
quarter. 


The DPA head said he did not 


look for much increase in unem- 
ployment on a national srale be- 
cauM of tht civilian cutbacks but 


agreed there would be more job- 
less in some areas. He cited De- 
troit and New England particular- 
ly. 
Jet Production UP 


Wilson declared production of 


new jet planes "exceeds by many, 
many times" the number of all 
kinds of planes lost in Korea. The 
air force has announced that air- 
craft losses of the United States 
forces total nearly 900; most of 
these were American.

Today the motto of The Indianapolis Star has 


been changed from "Pair and First" to "Where 
the Spirit of the Lord Is, There Is Liberty." There 
are compelling reasons for this change—reasons 
that go to the heart of the purpose of this news- 
paper. 


The new motto is a quotation from n Corin- 


thians, 3:17. These are the words of the Apostle 
Paul who spread the word of God and the faith of 
Christ to every corner of the known world. We be- 
lieve in these words are capsuled the whole spirit 
of Christian living, the whole meaning of human 
freedom, the whole reason for the existence of 
man on earth. 


For it is the Christian doctrine of all Christian 


churches that there can be no liberty without God. 
No nation of free men has ever existed for long 
unless the idea of God existed, and lived in the 
hearts of its citizens. The men who founded the 
United States of America based their entire hope, 
their fervid faith in the future of this free nation 
on these words in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence: "We hold these truths to be self evident, 
that all men are created equal, that they are en- 
dowed with certain inalienable rights, that among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. That to secure these rights, governments 
are instituted among men, deriving their just 
powers from the consent of the governed." 


We, the people, derive our rights and our lib- 


erties from God. Governments derive their rights 
from us. There is no law of man above the law 
of God. It is in this faith that free America was 
born. It is in this faith that America will live 
in freedom. 


There is another concept of government in the 


world, a concept of government that denies God 
and denies all God-given rights to men. It has 
been called by various names—tyranny, Fascism, 
and Communism. But they all mean the same 
thing, and they are all anti-God. 


Adolph Hitler wrote, "To the Christian" doc- 


trine of infinite significance of the individual 


human soul, I oppose with icy clarity the saving 
doctrine of the nothingness and insignificance of 
the human being." 


Karl Marc wrote, "The democratic concept of 


man is false, because it is Christian. The demo- 
cratic concept holds that each man is a sovereign 
being. This is illusion, dream and postulate of 
Christianity." 


Fascism and Communism in our time, have 


been the concepts of government based wholly 
on a materialism. By denying the existence of 
God, they eliminated the concept of freedom. Only 
by reasserting the concept of God can the people 
of the world reassert their lost liberties. 


It is to this purpose, and to this purpose alone, 


that The Indianapolis Star rededicates itself. The 
fundamental object of any free newspaper is to 
seek to expand, preserve and protect the liberty 
that makes its existence possible. It is to fight 
for the freedom to print the truth as we se eit, to 
defend the right as wee see it, to defend the free- 
dom of others so that our own freedom shall be 
preserved. But this we cannot do without God 
and faith in God. 


In our own small sphere in this tortured but 


hopeful world we dedicate ourselves to the funda- 
mental truth that liberty is given "to us only 
through God. Though we may sometimes err, 
though we may falter and at times be blind to the 
truth because of our human weaknesses, we w1"!! 
strive to follow the path of the Apostle Paul 
guided only by these words, "Where the spirit of 
the Lord is, there is liberty." 


Our country was created as a Christian na- 


tion, dedicated to the principles of Christian faith, 
conceived in the spirit of the Golden Rule. Be- 
cause we have been a people who have tried to 
keep faith with God, we have remained a free 
people. Only so long as we keep this faith, will 
we keep our freedom. For as William Penn, foun- 
der of free Pennsylvania, put it, "Those people 
who are not governed by God, will be ruled by 
tyrants."

England's Views on Drinking and Gambling Are 


Far Different From Ours

LONDON—Back in '33, when repeal was in the works,, any 


.able-cloth economist could prove beyond sheshful fear of condick- 
ahon that the foul amendment was a barnacle on the ship of state 
and that, given light wines and beer, the people pf-f-f the Yide 
Stase would bail their beloved country out of debt with their liquor 
taxes and redeem the morals of a nation wallowing in a swale of 
drunken debauchery. The corner saloon must never come back and, 
by painful experience of acute, galloping hangover, jake-leg and pet- 
rified liver, we had learned that hard liquor, under whatever label, 
was all nothing but white mule and Georgia jump- 
steady ind should forever be foresworn. 


This is not an occasion for mournful reminis- 


cence and moral inventory, so with this light flick I 
turn now to the enticements of the system of pub- 
lic gambling by which our British friends are daily 
bailing themselves deeper and deeper into bank- 
ruptcy, notwithstanding a flow of public revenue 
which is beyond calculation but a substantial factor 
in their treasury and postal receipts and in their 
employment. 


A few days ago a clientele of penny-ante 


sports piled up in a jumble when a tip from a parish priest went 
wrong after he had given them seven winners out of sight. This 
was legal business under the statutes and I think we may take i 
that the reverend cleric had theological authority as well. He was 
trying to raise 10,000 pounds or about $28,000 for a new parochial 
school. Through a parishioner, who had done some amateur riding 
he was able to call a succession of winners, including one which paid 
8 to 1 to a quickly widening non-sectarian flock of customers, who 
each paid him a shilling a tip. He thus raised about $1,500 for hi 


SC °0ne of the London papers, some of which, bye the way, run 
camouflaged lotteries of their own, estimated that the clients los 
5,000 pounds on the ninth horse. This beetle, by name Old Glory, ran 
out of the money. 


Had this happened in the United 


States, friends of Eleanor Roosevelt 
would have ruddied up the skies 
from Eastport to San Diego with 
the flames of burning temples. But, 
in England, the morals of the case 
were not called into question ex- 
cept, we may asume, by clerics of 
the established church who all 
along have taken a dark view of 
the whole proposition of mass 
gambling. 


The Church of England was 


given a respectful hearing for its 
say during a long investigation of 
the ifs and ands by a royal com- 
mission. The church held that who- 
ever, being himself innocent of sin- 
ful doing, bought a ticket in a pool 
in which some weak and erring 
wretch staked a shilling stolen 
from a poor-box or his boss, be- 
came a microscopic partner in the 
sinner's fault and ought to go to 
his marrows, too. The royal com- 
mission's verdict on this was, in 
fewer words than the official ver- 
sion, "Oh, for God's sake!" And 
that took care of the morality of 
popular gambling on horses, foot- 
ball and dogs, whether through 
bets or pools. 


The profits on the pools are vast 


beyond even approximate knowl- 
edge of anyone save the pool pro- 
moters' association. They keep 
their own secrets as well as pos- 
sible and always stammer when 
cornered in proceedings. Spiritual- 
ly and in the social scale they 
have much, if not everything, in 
common with our own Frank Cos 
tello. They live solely by their con 
tention, thus far allowed by parlia 
ment, that there is an element o 
skill in the selection of a certain 
proportion of winners and ties IT 
a given list of soccer footbal 
games during a long season. 


Most of the customers, whose 


average weekly bet is three shill 
ings, are the sort of people ti 
whom three shillings is about tlv 
same as a dollar is to an American 
hackman, waiter or 
office-girl

I am dealing here only with the 
ootball pools except this light 
ouch on the newspaper lottenes 
Jut these two, together, are only 
a slim wedge out of the whole pie. 
The great gambles are legal bet- 
ing on and off the tracks on 
lorses and dogs. 


The pools, however, so fetching- 


y resemble the numbers racket 
which has caused so many of us 
juch anguish in the hypocritical 
plexus, that it is hard to resist the 
salacious thought that, by a few 
simple statutory acts, state and 
ederal, we could embrace our vice 
with the brazen virtue of an old 
rake making an honest woman of 
his mistress. I think it might take 
the heat off the cops in our big 
cities and I trust that my own self- 
ish wish to knock off a prize of 
£500,000 for a dollar will not dis- 
qualify me. 


Strictly in the role of public in- 


formant, and not as advice to con- 
gress, I advise you that the British 
do not tax these winnings, but 
content themselves with about 60 
per cent of the total turnover 
through various other taxes.

West's opening 
bid of three 


three hearts in today's hand was 
very risky. 
He could expect to 


win only six tncks in his own 
hand, so might be set three tricks 
vulnerable. His honors furnished 
some sort of "cushion" against a 
bad penalty, however, and the 
solidity of his suit made it un- 
likely that the enemy could mus- 
ter up a penalty double. 


South was stuck for a good bid, 


when his turn came up. He was 
reluctant to double, since he was 
not ready for a diamond response. 
He could hardly afford to jump 
to four spades in view of the 
weakness of that suit He had to 
make the decided underbid of 
three spades in the hope that his 
partner would take action with 
any doubtful hand. 


As it happened. North had such 


magnificent support for 
spades 


that he could afford to make a 
mild slam 
try by cue-bidding 


hearts. This could not be greatly 
misunderstood, since North had 
been unable to bid directly over 
three hearts. 


South 
needed no further en- 


couragement to* bid six spades. 
He might have bid it Immediately 
ovei the cue-bid of three hearts, 
but bid five clubs first in the 
hope that a grand slam might be 
reached if North had all the key 
cards. 


West opened the king of hearts, 


and dummy ruffed. Declarer en- 
tered his hand with a trump ruff- 
ed another low heart in dummy, 
and drew 
a second 
round of 


trumps with dummy's queen. He 
then led a low club from dummy. 


The key play came at this trick. 


Declarer could well afford to give 
up one club trick, but could not 
afford to lose two. South made 
the correct 
decision by playing 


the ace of clubs on the first round 
of that suit. Since this dropped 
Well's singleton king, the rest 
was easy. 


If South had made the mistake 


of finessing the queen of clubs, 
West would have won with the 
king, and East would have won 
a second club trick later on. 
South's safety play of cashing the 
ace of clubs 
was 
executed to 


guard against exactly this danger. 


If only small clubs had dropped 


en .the ace, South would have re- 
turned to dummy with a diamond 
to lead another club towards his 
queen. This would limit the loss 
in clubs to one trick unless West 
had three to the king-jack— in 
which case the slam was unmak- 
able by any line of play.

Frost-bitten Lloyd Bowen classi- 
fied the 10 minutes he spent on 
the tail of a spinning small plane 
yesterday as his most harrowing 
experience—and he was a gunner 
on a B-29 superfort in World War 
rr. 


Here's what happened: 
Bowen, 39, landed his two-place 


single engined Cessna at Kellogg 
airport and started taxiing to- 
ward a hangar. The engine conked 
out in the seven above zero cold. 
Bowen alighted to spin the pro- 
peller by hand and get the. engine 
started again. 


Runs in Circle 


It started with a roar and al- 


most chopped Bowen down. 
He 


wrapped his arms around the rud- 
der as it passed and held on, out 
the plane didn't stop. He forced 
the rudder to the side, making 
the plane run in a circle. 


Finally, after ten freezing, diz- 


zying minutes, the spinning plane 
was spotted by the airport tower. 
Two attendants grabbed the tail 
and Bowen ran to the cockpit to 
shut off the engine. 


Treated for Frostbite 


1 Caked with snow and ice when 
he got off, Bowen got first aid for 
his frostbitten face and ears. 


Airport authorities said the en-
